On March 7 
Priti#h cavalry found the Turks in 
position on the Diala River, eight 
miles from the outskirts of Bagdad. 
The river, he said, was unfordable 
and constituted a formidable ob- 
stacle. Gen. Maude therefore with- 
drew his cavalry and brought the 
infantry into action. 


Meanwhile the Turks had re- 
ceived reinforcements and offered 
stubborn resistance along the Diala. 


Gen. Maude threw a bridge across 


the Tigris at its confluence with the 
Diala.

MARINES LAND 
TO CALM CUBA. 


Five Parties Patrol Unquiet| 
Cities of Island. 


Situation in the Interior not 
Known to Officials. 


Troops Sent by Request, but 
will not Intervene.

SANTIAGO (Cuba) March 12.— 
At his base at Guantanamo, Ad- 
miral Henry T. Mayo, commander 
of the United States Atlantic fleet, 
received reports today from at least 
five Cuban shore stations where 
American forces have been landed. 
From none of them, however, came 
any evidence that the putting ashore 
of the Americans was the beginning 
of intervention. 

Five hundred marines and blue- 
jackets are in Santiago patrolling 
the city, while smaller detac gente 
are doing similar duty in Guantan- 
amo, Manzanillo and Nuevitas. The 
only interior station where Ameri- 
can men-or-war's men have been 
placed is at the El Combre mine, a 
few miles from Santiago. The 
Americans here have been careful 
not to interfere in the least particu- 
lar with the conduct of the civil 
government, the officials appointed 
by the Liberals before the evacua- 
tion of the city by their troops re- 
maining in control. 

SITUATION UNKNOWN. 

Just what the situation is in the 
Interior is not known by the Ameri- 
cans. The government advance 
forces, commanded by Pablo and 
Fausto Menocal, brothers of Presi- 
dent Menocal, arrived at San Luis 
today, which was evacuated yester- 
Say by Gen. Comacho after brief 
fighting, in which there were a few 
casualties. Rigoberto Fernandez, 
with his force of rebels, is at Son- 
go, southeast of San Luis, This dis- 
trict is about twenty miles north of 
Santiago. The Menocal brothers 
said that they would await re- 
inforcements before advancing 
further. 

The banks here remain closed un- 
der orders from their main offices. 
It is thought that the most practi- 
cal reason for the closing of the 
banks is that much of the funds 
have been withdrawn by depositors 
and that all the government funds, 
something in excess of $800,000, 
have been taken by the rebels. 
Santiago ceased to be a closed port 
yesterday. The Cuban gunboat 
Matanzas, which had been at the 
mouth of the harbor for two days, 
left this morning for Guantanamo. 
She had not been permitted to en- 
ter Santiago by Commander Regi- 
nald R. Belknap, commanding the 
American naval forces, who has the

PRONUNCIAMENTOS, 

Last night there was scattered 
throughout the city a circular pur- 
porting to have been signed by Col.

AGDAD AND PALESTINE. 

Bagdad, ancient seat of world power, 
loot of the wild horsemen of Ghengis Khan 
who came galloping out from the plains of 
mid-Asia to conquer the world, has fallen 
into the hands of the British army. 

Jerusalem, goal of the Crusaders, will be 

the next to fall. The British conquest of the 
Holy City seems to be inevitable. 
In the midst of this horrifying and bloody 
struggle these are events redolent with the 
romance of the mysterious East. What 
echoes of the past will not the hoofs of the 
British cavalry awaken in those queer old 
streets where great Caliphs of the days for- 
gotten have walked with oriental pomp. 
Those streets whose rocks have shook times 
without number under the tread of soldier 
feet. Ghosts of scimitered warriors will 
greet the conquerors when the London Tom- 
mies walk on “sentry go” before palaces of 
giory long forgotten. The Garden of Eden 
was somewhere around there. The trium- 
phant march of the British has been through 
the richest valleys and across the most lus- 
cious plains in the world. 

For centuries these lands have lain ne- 
glected, prey of the wandering Arab tribes, 
misgoverned by the Turk, forgotten by civ 


‘fiization. The reason for this neglect was 


the fear of Europe to joggle that mysterious 
explosive called the Balance of Power.“ No 
nation dared to go into the land of milk and 
honey because of the jealous fears of all the 
other nations. 

A beneficent result of this war has been to 
disturb this deadlock. This fertile region 
has come under British domination and it is 
doubtful if it will ever emerge therefrom. 
No human mind can estimate the signifi- 
cance to the world of this region being 
opened to civilization. Freed from its half- 
barbarous misrule, the lands of the past will 
be as open to travel as Broadway. 

Also as open to commercial development 
and exploitation. Whatever else may be 
said of the British, they are great civilizers. 
They have turned Egypt from a land of 
hunger and suffering into a great prosperous 
country. There is no reason to imagine that 
their rule will be less auspicious in the Holy 
Land. 


ARD HO! 

New York City, on a splendid harbor 
at the mouth of a great east and west water 
way formed by the Great Lakes, Erie Canal 
and the Hudson, leads all cities of this coun- 
try in foreign commerce.

Already San Francisco and Seattle are 
pressing Boston in exports. The value of 
exports through the Massachusetts port for 
1913 was $70,000,000, while San Francisco's 
figures reached $66,000,900 
$62,500,000, for the year. At the same time, 
Boston handled two and a half times as large 
a volume of imports as the leading ports of 
the Pacific. But the New England city may 
not rest quietly on her record for imports, 
for Seattle, in the period from 1900-1913, in- 
creased her imports over 700 per cent. while 
the Boston increase was only 200 per cent. 

At present the foreign trade of the port of 
Los Angeles is small, yet the outlook is en- 
We can—and will—do what 
other cities have done, Puget Sound imports 
from other countries have increased from 
$407,000, in 1888, to over $55,000,000 in 1913. 
For the same period exports were increased 
from $2,250,000 to over $55,000,000. Imports 
through the port of Galveston increased 
from $700,000 in 1888, to over $12,000,000 in 
1913, while the exports of the latter city in- 
creased for the same period from $16,000,000 
to over $281,000,000. 

The race for second place in the foreign 
trade is steadily moving westward and 
southward. New Orleans first passed Bos- 
now Galveston leads New Orleans. 
Will the next move bring the second place 
to the Pacific Coast? 


ORIME OF GERMANY. 
The people of Belgium make out a very 


strong case against Germany of promise 


breaking, bad faith, and cruel oppression. 

In a letter addressed to the German Gov- 
ernor-General the society representing the 
workers say that after having suffered in 
sllence the accumulated miseries of the last 
two years, sacrificing everything to its ideal 
of liberty and independence, the Belgian 
working class, “poor because it is idle 
against its will, the citizens of a free state, 
are to be condemned en masse to penal serv- 
itude without having transgressed any de- 
cree or any regulation.” 

Gen. von Bissing, the German Governor, 
replied to this at great length, laying the 
blame for the lack of employment on Eng- 
land, referring to the dangers of idleness for 
public security and invoking the various 
other arguments employed. 

The reply of the Commission of the Bel- 
gian Labor party to Von Bissing’s com- 
munication was that the Allies “clearly an- 
nounced their intention to permit the im- 
portation into Belgium of the raw materials 
necessary on the perfectly natural condition 
that in future no other requisitions should 
be made than those provided for in Article 
52 of the Hague convention, that is to say 
those necessary ‘for the needs of the army 
of occupation,’ and that an international 
commission, the C. R. B. (Commission du 
Ravitaillement Belge,) should have the right 
to control the destination of the articles 
manufactured.” Germany, instead of con- 
senting to this, systematically carried off 
machinery and raw materials, requisitioned 
finished goods, restricted production and 
threw difficulties in the way of commercial 
intercourse, “When communes and commit- 
tees wanted to occupy the unemployed on 
works of public utility all kinds of obstacles 
were placed in their way, and finally in many 
cases their initiative was thwarted and 
broken. In a word, in proportion as the 
most indefatigable efforte were made to em- 
ploy as many hands as possible, fresh num- 
bers of unemployed were steadily created.” 

The committee repudiates indignantly the 
statement that Belgian idleness is due to un- 
willingness to work. Where, they ask, 1s 
there in the whole world a working class 
that bas made of so small a country so great 
a commercial and industrial power? The 


| committee insists that it is not in the ranks 
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of Belgian workers will be found beings base | 
enough to prefer charitable assistance 
scarcely sufficient to feed them to an honest 
wage gained by free and fruitful work. Con- 
tinuing, the letter repudiated the insinuation 
that idleness was capable of diminishing the 
material and moral value of the Belgian 
artisan, and denied that slavery would be 
calculated to preserve ee qualities, It also 
scouted the Governo ' assertion 
the relief granted, from whatever 
source it came, would eventually have to be 
paid for by the Belgian state. Moreover, it

wu NOT 8STEAL, 
On January 31, 1917, there was to the 
credit of 675,000 depositors in the postal sav- 
ings banks $115,660,000. During the period 
from July 1, 1916, to January 31, 1917, the 
deposits increased $29,650,000. 

The severance of diplomatic relations with 
Germany caused some alarm among foreign- 
born depositors in a few cities lest their 
postal savings deposits might be seized by 
the government in the event of war and 
withdrawals increased temporarily. These 
apprehensions were allayed by the following 
announcement of the State Department on 
February 8: 

It having been reported to the Prest!- 
dent that there is anxiety in some quar- 
ters on the part of persons residing in 
this country who are the subjects of 
foreign states, lest their bank deposits 
or other property should be seized in 
the event of war between the United 
States and a foreign nation, the Presi- 
dent authorizes the statement that all 
such fears are entirely unfounded. 
The government of the United States 
will in no circumstances take advan- 
tage of a state of war to take posses- 
sion of property to which international 
understandings and the recognized law 
of the land give it no just claim or title. 
It will scrupulously respect all private 
rights alike of its own citizens and ot 
the subjects of foreign states.

UR EGYPT. : 

A large portion of the southwest section 
of the United States, tributary to the city 
and the port of Los Angeles, is to all appear- 
ances an arid region, hopeless as to produc- 
tive capacity. The district in the vicinity of 
the mouth of the Colorado River, particular- 
ly, seems to have reached the climax of des- 
ert conditions in its low annual rate of rain- 
tall and high rate of temperature. 

And yet in Northern Africa, in a desert 
region even more barren than the Colorado 
desert, we find what is probably the most 
intensive agricultura] production known to 
man. An article, “Here and There in North. 
ern Africa,” published in the Geographical 
Magazine, states that the oasis of Tozeur, in 
Tunisia, with an area of but 2200 acres, sup 
ports a population of 15,000 people, or nearly 
seven souls per acre. 

We have in the Coachella Valley 4000 
acres already under irrigation. The report 
of the State Conservation Commission gives 
this valley an area of 10,000 acres which 
may be brought under water, Should its 
population become as dense as that of 
Tozeur, this district would support 70,000 
people, It might be argued that American 
standards of living would tend to decrease 
the density of population when compared to 


Yankee push and the greatly increased pro- 
duction by the scientific methods applied, 
would offset this tendency. The article re- 
ferred to states that the application of meth- 
ods originating with our Department of Agri- 
culture is expected to greatly increase the 
crop yield of the Tozeur oasis. 

Tozeur and Coachella are but samples. [f 
we consider Egypt, we find that this country, 
which geographers agree has an irrigable 
area of not over 12,000 or 13,000 square 


miles, or about 8,300,000 acres, sustains a. 


population of nearly 10,000,000. This gives 
a density for a large area of one per acre. 
Within our own State we have an area 
along the lower California of 750,000 acres 
which can be irrigated by that stream. 
Egypt supports her population almost en- 
tirely by agriculture. The Colorado district 
is a region of great mineral resources; and 
we know that all highly cultivated communi- 
ties develop manufacturing industries. Is it 
unreasonable to anticipate that, after apply- 
ing our higher standards of living, our 
Egypt will give us a tributary population o 
at least 760,000: 


ESTIFEROUS LAWS. 
The railroads of the country are pes- 
tered with legislation both national and lo- 
cal. Their officers are compelled by the 
various State commissions to make about 
2,000,000 reports a year and the require 
ments of commissions and legislatures are 
bewildering. The kind of drinking cup 
placed in passenger cars that is lawful in 
one State is not lawful in another; the num- 
ber of men employed changes as State lines 
are passed; dafety appliances that do for one 
State will not be accepted by another. Re- 
quirements as to capitalization and as to 
forms of reports differ in distracting fashion. 
The Constitution gives Congress the right to 
regulate commerce among the States, in or- 
der to prevent one State from erecting bar- 
riers against the others, But our State Rail- 
road Commissioners are doing precisely this 
thing. Alabama, Mississippi and Arkansas 
enforce rates on their interstate railroads 
whose purpose it is to discriminate in favor 
of local products to keep out competitive 
products from other States. There are forty- 
eight separate laws on employers’ liability, 
workmen's compensation, old-age pen 
and working hours for labor.

MAYOR WOODMAN PERSONADLY 
TO URGE ITS ADOPTION. 


Will go to 
Legislature to Open the Way 
Big Increase in Business 
tles at Los Angeles Harbor by 
Removing Restriction. 


To urge an ayrendment to the Los 
Angeles Harbor Tidelands Act, pro- 
viding for the building up of the 
harbor by permitting the city to lease 
property to industrial concerns, 
Mayor Woodman will go to Sacra- 
mento at an early date. He de- 
clared yesterday such an amendment 
is expedient in that it will open the 
| way for a big increase in business ac- 
tivities at the port. 

Under the existing act, the tide- 
lands can be used only for the pur- 
poses of commerce and navigation 
and the proposed amendment will 
give the city the right to invite big 
industrial concerns to invest there. 

“The harbor is one of the biggest 
assets the city has.“ said the Mayor, 
“and we must not permit anything 
to keep back its development. If 
this amendment is approved, there 
is no reason why the harbor cannot 
grow at a rapid rate in the near fu- 
ture.“ 


NEW RATES. ; 
FOR SALE OF POWER. 

The Council yesterday adopted a 
new schedule of rates at which the 
city. will sell electric energy in Inyo 
county. The rates range from 5 
cents to 9 cents per kilowatt hour 
and for power in large quantities 
from 4.5 cents down to one-quarter 
of a cent. 

The status of negotiations between 
the city and the power corporations 
will be officially reported to the Coun- 
cil within a few days. The Board 
of Public Service yesterday an- 
nounced it will be in a position to 
state the exact condition after some 
legal matters have been cleared up.

Angeles National Reserve Officials 
Survey Road Profilc. 


C. C. Moore, road engineer of the
